to Jury Shortly After Five 


O’clock This Evening. 


It was expected that James F. Cox 
would close the 
pleading for 
the 
State iii the Ben Noble 
trial about 
five o'clock and that about thirty 
minutes would be consumed by the 
court in instructing the jury after 
which time Hie ease will rest in the 
jury’s hands. 
Tt was a stirring arraignment of 
the counsel for the State, a stirring 
appeal for his client and thrilling de­ 
fense that 
John E. 
0,-borne 
of 
Greensburg in closing the pleading 
for the defense this afternoon. 
He 
began immediately after dinner and 
talked until ten minutes of th see al­ 
most incessantly. 
He 
covered the 
ca-e thoroughly, referred to the in­ 
cidents that had appealed to him as 
peculiar and pointed out the prac­ 
tice that the counsel for the State 
had indulged in. 


“We have shown you in the evi­ 
dence # hat Ben 
Noble is a 
simple1 
country boy, free from blame, with a 
character unstained' and absolutely 
unblemished. 
Do you 
think within 
your own reason, 
gentleman, 
that 
such a boy. whose character has nev­ 
er been refuted by the State, would 
suddenly turn into a murderer and a 
check forger on this Sunday. 
His 
life record is unblemished and the 
State has not even attempted to show 
it to you otherwise. 


“We said in our opening statement 
that we would not (attempt to even 
accuse this widow over here. We do 
not accuse anyone, hut we have a 
right to draw conclusions free from 
the evidence that we have already 
heard. 
I will say to you that this is 
not a man’s murderer. Criminal his­ 
tory shows me, and it would show 
you. should you investigate it. that 
man meets his foe in the open. 
The 
evidence shows that 
this is not a 
man’s murder. A man meets his ene­ 
my on his own ground, warns him and 
(then kills him. It is a woman who re­ 
port- to chiming to take a man’s life. 
In ail of the crimes of women in the 
world you will never find one that was 
done iii the'open. 
Women resort to 
P< Lon and such things. If I am not 
misinformed the last murder 
eom- 
mit.;ed in this community, was done 
by a woman who killed her innocent 
boy as he lay asleep beside her. The 
theory of the State in this case falls 
flat. Understand me I am not accus­ 
ing this woman. 
It 
impresses me 
that you have not been looking at this 
case right. 


“You will remember that the wid­ 
ow testified on the stand that she was 
awakened by the shot, felt for her 
husband and finally sprang out of 
bed and lit the lamp. Did it ever oc­ 
cur to you, gentlemen, that there was 
never any 
evidence 
introduced to 
show that she ever went 
back to 
shake the dead body of ber husband 
lo make sure that life was really ex­ 
tinct? 
If Mrs. Sprague 
had not 
known that her husband was dead, 
tell me, ist it not human nature that 


she would go back to make sure and 
wouldn’t it have been natural for her 
to make over lier 
husband’s dead 
body and try to arouse'him? 
I don’t 
say she did it. 
I don’t accuse her. 
She may or she may not. 
I don’t 
know. 
“I will recall some other evidence 
here that you may remember. 
Wit­ 
nesses testified that 
Mrs. Sprague 
was not the shocked widow. 
She 
was the leader. 
Shb directed things. 
She was anxious to get Ben out of 
the house. 
She followed hun to the 
door and told him to rush for the 
neighbors. 
“Another tiling tba.’t caught my a t­ 
tention was that these two little girls 
were not placed on the 
stand. 
I 
wondered at flint. Is it possible that 
neither one of these girls were al­ 
lowed to go on the stand for fear 
they might say that they did not 
think Ben did it ? These girls are the 
ones that Ben took to birthday par­ 
ties, church and all over the neigh­ 
borhood and they were his friends.” 
Mr. Osborne referred to the gun 
incident (and the 
fact that 
Mrs. 
Sprague testified that she felt the gun 
barrel was wa nu five or ten minutes 
after the murder. He pointed out the 
test which the defense used to prove 
that testimony was not true accord­ 
ing to the general order of things. 
“Another thing that strikes me as 
being strange,” continued Mr. Os­ 
borne, “is the fact that George W. 
Bruce, then deputy prosecutor of that 
district, testified that Mrs. Sprague 
told him she was not certain where 
Ben came from when she met him in 
the hall that night She was al-c ex­ 
cited and did not know who lit the 
light. 
It also seemed very ^strange 
to me that Bruce was not employed 
in this case since he has been through 
it before and knows all about it. Did 
it ever occur to you? 
Ile testified 
fhat Ben Noble-always asserted to 
him every time he talked with him 
that he was not guilty. 
All this a r­ 
ray of counsel (and he named them 
over one by one) and 
George 
W. 
Bruce not among that number. Why 
is James F. Cox of Columbus here, 
when they already had three repre­ 
sentatives of the State from as many 
counties. Tf they had faith in the al­ 
leged confession which 
Ben Noble 
made, why did they retain so many 
attorneys to attempt to handle thi> 
boy? 
It strikes me that the purpose 
is not so much to prosecute this boy 
but to defend some one. 
“Another thing that 
strikes me 
rather forcibly is Hie treatment which 
Mr. Clipps 
received on the ^witness 
stand. 
I never before saw a m an's 
character, when it was un stenciled, 
attacked as his was in an attempt to 
blight the reputation of this inocent 
young woman, Carrie 
Wiley, who 
came ’here and testified for Ben No­ 
ble. The attack came from James F. 
Cox, from private counsel and not 
from the State. 
I say that any wo­ 
man who could perpetrate 
such a 
thing could commit a crime or even 
kill her husband.” 


The defendant’s attorney referred 
to the Hager incident on the witness 
stand when Ralph Spraugh, prose­ 
cutor of the 
Deeatur-Bartholomew 
district, who is also with the Stale, 
asked Frank Hager if he were not 
the same Frank Hager who w7as tried 
for a serious allen se in Bartholomew 
county. 
The defense 
charged fliat 
R(t1ph Spraugh knew when lie asked 
the question that it was Frank Hag­ 
er’s daughter that had been assaulted 
and that lie was not charged, 
Mr. 
Osborne severely arraigned the State 
for stooping tp-such ’tactics and he 
declared that it showed the character 
of the prosecution as it had been all 
through the case.

some 
trouble with John Kneclit, his neigh­ 
bor. 
It was alleged that 
one of 
Scott’s calves strayed 
awny from 
home and was taken up by lvnecht. 
Scott hurried to the Knecht home and 
a J- it is declared by Knecht, charged 
him with stealing the calf. 
During 
the ensuing argument, 
Knecht a s­ 
serts that he was struck bv 
Scott. 
Knecht came here and filed an affi­ 
davit against Scott, charging assault 
and battery. 
The ease was 
bound 
over to the grand jury by 
Squire 
Ivratzer. 
Scott gave $100 bond this 
morning and was allowed to go free. 
The arrest of the two Cross, men 
a id William Iloard is the outgrowth 
of the shooting affray on the Cross 
farm a few miles north of here early 
last Monday morning. That incident 
is -till fresh in the minds of local 
people. It ri said that Cross, his son 
and Hoard went to 
Cross’ 
farm,* 
which is rented by John B. Johnson. 
Cross alleges bhat Johnson’s 
lease 
has expired, while Johnson says he 
has (file written 
contract with 
the 
owner which entitles him to another 
year. 
Shots were exchanged by the mem­ 
bers of the Cross party and John- 


son, when they attempted to go on the 
farm. The exact details of the shoot­ 
ing were never known exactly as all 
of the participants refused to talk on 
that subject. It is known, however, 
that shots were fired from each side, 
but "amt no one was injured. 
The 
three men who attempted to cross 
Johnson’s premises came to Rush­ 
ville, where they all filed affidavits 
•against Johnson 
for 
shooting at 
them. Squire Ivratzer heard tile evi­ 
dence, made opt the affidavits and 
the case was turned over to the grand 
jury. 
But it is William Cross, his 
son, Irwin, and William Hoard, who 
are in the 
toils 
for the 
shooting. 
Johnson gave bond, when he was a r­ 
rested but it is not known whether 
or not the grand jury has returned 
any indictment against him or wheth­ 
er any disposition has been made of 
bis case at all. 


Andrew Holdren, 
the 
seventeen- 
year-old Son of Mr. and Mrs. David 
Holdren of Anderson township, wias 
arrested Saturday afternoon and ar­ 
raigned before the court on an as­ 
sault and battery charge, returned in 
a grand jury 
indictment. 
Young 
Holdren was fined 
five dollars and 
costs by Judge Blair and was sent 
back to jail to “lay out” the fine when 
he failed to produce the amount. 


Holdren was arrested a few7 months 
ago on an affidavit, sworn out by the 
boy’s Bather, David, Holdren before 
Squire Ivratzer. It was charged, and 
the boy’s fifteen-year-old sister testi­ 
fied to the same before the squire, 
that young Holdren had assaulted his 
younger sister at their home. When 
the nature of the ease was hear, the 
prosecutor added (a “serious intent” 
clause to the affidavit, but the grand 
jury apparently did not see fitVo 
make such a charge against Holdren.

F IR S T C A M E TO R U SH COUNTY 


Mrs. Mary Montgomery of Shelby­ 
ville, one of the real Daughters of 
the American Revolution, celebrated 
her ninety-first birthday anniversary 
yesterday by being the guest of hon­ 
or ait a dinner given at her home by a 
large number of 
relatives. 
Mrs. 
Montgomery, whose maiden 
name 
was Mary Young, was born in Butler 
county. Ohio, Mardi 12, 1820, and 
came to Rusk county with her par­ 
ents at the age of five years and later 
moved to Shelby county. Her father 
was a soldier in the 
Revolutionary 
war. 
She is in good health and lier 
memory is excellent. Mrs. Montgom­ 
ery remembers the meteoric shower 
of November 13, 1833, and declares 
that it was one of the most appalling 
sights ever witnessed in the heavens. 


At a late hour this afternoon the

The board was also ask­ 
ed to take under consideration the 
fitness of each man to conduct a sa­ 
loon and in this manner place them 
on as high a plain as possible. 
The county commissioners 
con­ 
tinued the examination of the differ­ 
ent applicants this morning and the 
evidence w7as all submitted by two- 
thirty o’clock.

Grand Jury Investigation at Danville 
May Close This Week. 
Danville, 111., March 13.—Twenty- 
five indictments against ward work­ 
ers have been returned. 
The indict­ 
m ents were for ordinary m isdem ean­ 
ors, it was claimed at the sta te ’s at­ 
torney’s office, but it is known that an 
Indictment was returned against Cor­ 
oner R. M. Cole and that it was pro­ 
cured by Charles Knox, one of the de­ 
feated candidates for sheriff. 
Cole, it 
is said, is charged with having un­ 
lawfully obtained 
$350 
from Knox, 
* h o is a wealthy Oakwood township 
farmer. 
Two additional indictments 
were returned against former County 
Treasurer H. H. Whitlock, charging 
embezzlement and the diverting of the 
people’s money to his own uses. 
The indictment of ward workers is 
an unprecedented action. 
It was orig­ 
inally the idea of former Foreman 
Woodvard, who contended that these 
men were out for the money and that 
the graft they obtained was merely a 
compensation for their franchises. 
An attem pt will be made to end the 
inquiry this week. 
While one juror 
declared 200 indictments had been 
voted, an “insurgent” m em ber assert­ 
ed they had only been tentatively de­ 
cided upon and that an attem pt would 
be made to prevent their return in 
court. 
If this plan succeeds less than 
IOO true bills against Vermillion coun­ 
ty’s reputed 3,500 vote sellers will be 
the farcical result of the six weeks’ in­ 
vestigation. 


Army to Occupy Mexico. 


It may be said th at an accepted be­ 
lief prevails among the higher officers 
Of all branches of the service that in­ 
tervention in Mexico similar to that 
which occurred in 
Cuba is on the 
cards; that an American army will oc­ 
cupy the country south of the United 
States until such time as Diaz is made 
more stable in his government or a 
successor shall be chosen by a fair 
election. 
This belief is soberly expressed and 
cannot be construed to be father to the 
desire for action on the part of the 
arm y men. 
The report of the immin­ 
ent moving of the cavalry regim ents 
but strengthens the credibility of the 
general thought. 
Coincident with the news of the 
Ninth and E leventh’s chance to get to 
the south, several circum stances of 
contributory evidence became known. 
They are these: 
A contract has been let to a local 
m erchant for the supplying of a quick 
consignment of groceries, which were 
not to be delivered at the camp, but 
upon cars now in the railroad yards.

Thirteen Year Locusts 
E xpected This S eason 


According to K W .Douglass, State 
entomologist, the “thirteen year lo­ 
cust” or Brood No. 23, will likely ap­ 
pear in eighteen 
Indiana 
counties 
this year. 


The famous seventeen-year locusts 
are expected to put in an appearance 
in at least two Indiana counties dur­ 
ing this year. 
In commenting otn the locusts Mr. 
Douglass says: 
“We are beginning to have calls 
for information relative to the ap­ 
pearance of the seventeen -year lo­ 
cust. 
Many fruit growers and mir- 
seymen have asked for information 
to guide them in their stock. 
The 
last appearance of the locust, or, as 
it should be called, the cicada, was in 
1902, and the possible reoccurrence 
ot the insect this year is accounted 
for by the fact that there 
are 
a 
number of different broods of these 
insects, and they do not all mature 
a t the same time. 


The 
insect 
requires 
seventeen 
years for its development from the 
egg to the adult, and tile greater part 
of this time is spent in the ground, 
where it feeds on the roots of vari­ 
ous plants. 
Some of the southern 
broods require but thirteen years for 
their development, and the common 
cicada of “dogday harvest fly” is 
full grown in two years. This two- 
year cicada is a familiar insect in 
many parts of the State each y e a r, 
because there are two broods 
of 
them, and these two broods overlap, 
so (hat we have the insects each sea­ 
son. 


“The seventeen-year 
cicada 
will 
appear in Indiana in but two counties 
this year. Dearborn and Posev. These 
counties have a fair distribution of 
the insects of 
what 
entomologists 
know as Brood 2 of the seventeen - 
year cicada. 
Brood 23, which is of 
the thirteen-year race, will make its 


appearance in Indiana this season iii 
the following counties: Bartholomew, 
Daviess, 
Fayette, 
Floyd, 
Gibson, 
Jackson, Jennings, Knox, Montgom­ 
ery, Owen, Posey, Putman, 
Ripley, 
Spencer, Sullivan, V anderbilt, Vigo 
and Warrick. 
It may be that the in­ 
sect will also be present in some 
other southern counties, but the list 
includes those from which there are 
authentic records. 
“The cicadas are feared by fruit 
growers because of their 
habit 
of 
laying their egg in the twigs of trees 
especially fruit trees. 
In orchards 
the eggs are laid always in the un­ 
der side of the 
branch, 
and 
the 
wounds are excellent points of en­ 
trance for various fungi which de- 
strov the wood. The eggs soon hatch 
and the young insects emerge to fall 
to the 
ground. 
They 
immediately 
burrow iii the soil and are not seen 
again for years. 
They live deep in 
Hie soil and seem 
to 
disappear in 
districts that are cultivated, confin­ 
ing their distribution of wooded sec­ 
tions. 
They seldom enter towns of 
any size, and in this differ from the 
two-year cicada which is a common 
insect in Indianapolis. 
“I desire to get reports of the oc­ 
currence of the locusts when they 
appear this season so that we can 
more accurately map their distribu­ 
tion in this State. 
For this reason 
we want our friends in the south part 
of the State to keep a close watch for 
the insects. 


“ Fruit, growers need have but little 
fear of great damage from the pres­ 
ent infestation, as 
the 
damage 
to 
fruit trees can be prevented to a very 
great extent by spraying the trees 


with bordeaux mixture. 
T h is is not 


an insecticide, but acts as a repellant 


and the cicadas do 
not 
lay 
their 


eggs on trees that are so sprayed.”

April and as they mean a saving in 
taxes lo any and all persons who 
have mortgages on .Cheir property a 
(treat many people take advantage of 
the law each year. 


The law provides Hunt people who 
have their property mortgaged may 
get an exemption from taxes on half 
of the amount! of the property’s value 
up to $705. 
No 
more 
than 
that 
amount j s allowed and if the mort­ 
gage is for $ 2 0 0 0 the amount of the 
exemption will still be but $700. 
If 
the mortgage is but $400 only $200, 
or half, would be allowed. When the 
time for filing exemptions has ex­ 
pired the affidavits are collected and 
tabulated and the exemptions entered 
on Hie .tax duplicate. In that manner 
the amounts due to be deducted are 
deducted on the duplicate and when 
the man or woman who has a mort­ 
gage on his property pays taxes the 
ninon ut he got off by virtue of the 
mortgage deduction has already been 
deducted. 


No mortgage will be allowed more 


than one exemption, no matter how 
large it may be or how many counties 


the land extends to. 
No mortgagor 


is allowed to file more than one ex­ 


emption on land that extends into 


more than one county. 
A husband 


cannot fill out a. mortgage ^deduction 


affidavit for his wife if she owns the 
propel tv and a wife cannot perform 
this service for her husband if he 
owns the property.

Another method is to hold marbles in 
the hand and have the other fellow 
guess, the guessers alternating 
be­ 
tween the two players. 
If the fellow

lie doesn’t lie must pay the difference 
between the number of marbles held 
in the hand of named.

The tendency of D ecatur county as 


a whole to desire the conviction and, 
so it seems, hanging of Ben Noble for 
the m urder of Albert Sprague, causes 
ene to wonder that a civilized people 
should gloat over the 
fact 
that 
a 
mail’s blood is about to be 
spilled. 
True it is that Albert Sprague was 
slain in a very foul manner and it is, 
of course, a common opinion that the 
Pierso n who committed such a crime— 


Stopped in his bedroom at night and 
fired the fatal shot 
while he lay 
asleep, more helpless than a child— 
is a brute, but .there is no reason to 
act as a jury in the case after only 
one story has been told and decide 
M at Ben Noble is guitfu Fortunate­ 
ly the criminal laws of the 
United 
States are constituted on the theory 
th at every man is 
innocent 
of a 
crime until he is proved guilty . 
The 
burden of proof lies with the State. 
We feel sure that Decatur county 
people are not hard-hearted enough 
to desire capital punishment for an 
innocent 
man. 
We do not 
assert 
that Noble is innocent, but from the 
evidence that has been introduced, 
he seems about as innocent as he 
does guilty . 
The m ajority of Deca­ 
tur county people have seemed intent 
on convicting Noble and many have 
ex pressed the idea that he needed no 
trial at all. 
But the Rush county 
court is not built that way . 
There must be a reason for the 
stand which Decatur county has tak­ 
en. The press of Decatur county has 
been unanimously in favor of capital 
punishment for Noble. 
The trend of 
nil of the articles, even news articles, 
in the Greensbug papers have been 
busied on the theory that Noble is 
guilty and that he should be hanged. 
It is presumed that the 
editors of 
Greensburg papers, who are largely 
responsible for the prevailing opinion 
there, having materially assisted in 
creating a strong sentiment against 
Noble, first made up their minds that 
he should be hung and then went to 
work to bring about that result. 
It 
was only one man after he had one 
story , whereas in Rush county , it is 
twelve men who will decide the man’s 
fate after the story has 
been told 
from all sides. 
There is a fair ex ample of the man­ 
ner in which Noble has been treated 
by the press of Greensburg in an a r­ 
ticle on the trial here in 
Saturday ’s 
Greensburg News. A portion of it is 
as follows: 
“He told of his life on 
the farm 
where he was employ ed by 
Albert 
Sprague, whose life he is 
charged 
with taking, and said repeatedly that 
Sprague had insisted on all work and 
no resit for him. 
This it 
appears 
might be a possible motive for the 
crime th a t Noble is charged^*with.” 
As a m atter of fact Noble never 
has made such a statement on the 
witness stand during the course of 
the trial here. Further than that the 
State has failed to introduce any tes­ 
timony to offset that Noble was dis­ 
satisfied 
with 
conditions at 
the 
Sprague home with the ex ception of 
that made bv Fred Whipple, who the 
defense proved by the witness’ own 
admissions, was a ii rn l f or the. hand 
of Miss Carrie Wiley and had to give 
way to Ben Noble who was victorious 
in the love affair. 
The stand which Decatur county 
pe-ople have taken has only served to 
help Noble’s case in this county . 
It 
has aroused pity for the y oung Ken­ 
tuckian in view of the fact that it 
was very evident D ecatur county peo­ 
ple were not willing to give him a 
sq uare deal.

ural conduct with him. I say that he 


is doing that^iot as a State’s atto r­ 


ney , but in the interests of someone 


who employ ed him. 


“And one more thing th at appeared 
strange to me. 
I never remember 
that life was ever taken from any ­ 
thing within my sight that there was* 
not a violent struggle. 
Did it ever 
occur to y ou th at we Wave no evi­ 
dence here that Sprague struggled 
after his life was taken. 
Is it any 
wonder that there is private coun­ 
sel?” 
Mr. Osborne referred to 
Noble’s 
appearance on that morning when he 
had on no shoes, his suspenders hung 
down and his pants were caught with 
only the top button. 
He asked the 
jury if that were not the 'appearance 
of a man who had hastily dressed 
and rushed from his bed. 
He recalled the shell incident and 
said that if Noble’s testimony to the 
effect that crows had been shot there 
on the evening before and that it was 
a common occurrence, Mrs. Sprague 
would have taken the stiatid and re­ 
futed it. 
He asserted that 
other 
shells might have been found in the 
barny ard. 
Immediately following John E. Os­ 
borne, Ben L. Smith of the defense, 
pleaded 
for about 
forty minutes. 
His argument was logical, he declar­ 
ing that 'the State’s attorney s had 
asserted that much had been proved 
by the testimony 
which 
was not 
proved. 
He attempted to show the 
jury that a person could not shoot 
Albert Spague in the manner that lie 
was shot without 
stooping to 
his 
knees and firing the shot. 
Before Mr. Smith, Dennis O’Neil, 
prosecuting attorney of this judicial 
district made his maiden plea before 
a jury . 
He was eloq uent at times 
in reciting the details of the terrible 
crime and pointing out the fact that 
the State of Indiana as a whole nor 
any one community was to 
suffer 
near as much a's the widow and two 
little daughters of Albert Sprague. 
Ile declared that it was they who the 
jury must confider in rendering its 
judgment. 
Following the prosecutor, Donald 
Smith of the defense pleaded for the 
defendant. 
He confined his speech 
more to the law in the q uestion and 
did not attem pt to change the minds 
of the jury with anx ious pleadings 
and references to the widow of the 
murdered man. 
( our! was opened at nine o’clock 
this morning, and Ralph Spraugh of 
the State consumed^ fo rty -fiv e min­ 
utes in making the opening plea 
fo r 
the prosecution. 
Ile was dramatic 
at times, pointing his finger at Ben 
Noble and accusing him 
o f the m ur­ 
der o f Albert Sprague. 
Noble never 
as much as moved an ey elid during 
the try ing ordeal. 
“ The 
State is not disappointed 
when it does not get a conviction/’ 
said Spraugh in opening has 
sjieech. 
‘•It docs not wish to send an innocent 
man to the gallows, birt rather a t­ 
tem pts to send a man who, it hon­ 
estly believes is guilty of a dastardly 
crime, to the gallows. 
“There is an adage that it might be 
well to repeat, ‘M urder will out’ and 
I defy the defense to cite me or von 
ome instance when it does not show 
ifs slimy head .shortly 
after or at 
some time after the clime has been 
committed. 
The besit of criminals 
either do too much or they overlook 
one little detail 
which 
costs 
them 
their lives. 
This case has been one 
of those same things. 
“It is down to one q uestion, wheth­ 
er von shall believe this widow who 
could not lie to y ou with the shadow 
of her murdered husband standing by 
her side or this man who Stands ac­ 
cused of one of the w orst murders in 
criminal history . 
Ben Noble lied to 
y ou outright when he described the 
incidents of that night when Albert 
Sprague was murdered.” 
Mr. Spraugh described the details 
of that night as told by the defendant 
and as recited by Mrs. Sprague on 
the witness stand. 
Ile ridiculed the 
testimony of Ben Noble when he said 
that the defendant declared that he 
slept in his sox in the hot July weath­ 
er. 
He asked the members of the 
jury as men, if they did 
not think 
th at unreasonable and if it were not 
a m atter of fact th a t he did not go 
to bed, but rather took off his shoes 
so that he could steal into his em- 
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plovers room unheard. 
“Ben Noble 
tells y on,” the attorney 
asserted, 
“that he did not remember the jtime 
he went to bed. He say s that it was 
either ten minutes of twelve or ten 
o’cloek, he does not know which. I 
will ask y ou, gentlemen, whether y ou 
do not go to bed every night with a 
nearer estimate of the time than that. 
I will ask y ou as men to consider that 
statem ent of Ben Noble's.” 
The prosecuting attorney recited 
the incidents of finding the shell in 
the barny ard. 
He recalled the .’testi­ 
m ony -in regard to the discovery of 
tracks in the corn field nearby . 
In 
fact he recalled all of the things that 
were introduced by the State’s w it­ 
nesses. 
There was a dramatic incident in 
the attorney ’s pleading when he turn­ 
ed and pointed his finger at the ac­ 
cused murderer. 
He asked the jury 
which they would believe, a man who 
is accused of a felony or the sheriff 
of Decatur county , who stands well 
in the community . 
“This man tells 
y ou on the witness stand that the 
sheriff mad his promises 
to make 
that confession,” 
said the at to nie r 
He pointed out that Patterson is a 
sheriff whose duty it is to protect the 
people o f Decatur county from such 
men as Noble 
He declared that he 
was only doing his duty when h e'Ob­ 
tained the confession. 
Mr. Spraugh ridiculed the insanity 
plea of the defendaijfe, He showed 
the jury that Noble’s relatives we re 
the only ones with one ex ception who 
bad testified that they believed the 
defendant to be of unsound 
mind. 
He also declared that Noble himself 
admitted he was crazy y et -he took 
the witness stand and recited details 
down to the very minutest and re­ 
called minor incidents that happened 
months ago. 
“If all of this evidence 
were the substance of the defense, I 
would feel perfectly sure of convic­ 
tion, but that 
not the case. 
Ben 
Noble himself 
goes 
q ti the witness 
stand and spoils tile in sanity plead­ 
ings*. 
He 
testified to 
things that 
many sane men could not remember. 
“It is not necessary for the State 
to show a motive.” 
continued Mr. 
Spraugh. 
“The mere killing of Al­ 
bert Sprague is sufficient. Three mo­ 
tives have been found and proved by 
the evidence which the State has in­ 
troduced. 
The fact that Ben Noble 
had to do all of nile work was one: 
the fact that Albert Sprague failed to 
keep his contract in raga rd to the rig 
is another aud the fact that lie had 
signed Sprague’s name to a 
check 
and that the charge of forgery might 
hang over his head is the third. 
The 
defense has offered no evidence to 
offset any o f these” 


Ralph Sprague said that he conli 
close his ey es and imagine the details 
of that eventful night. 
He described 
how he believed Noble brooded over 
what lie believed were his 
troubles: 
how he met Fred Whipple in Birney 
that Sunday night and was compelled 
to walk home in the mud when Whip­ 
ple failed to return to take him home; 
how he went into the kitchen, took off 
a portion of his clothes and ate his 
lunch; how he was still brooding over 
’his troubles, espied the gun in the 
earner and resolved to take his em­ 
ploy ers life. 
He described how he 
believed Noble crept into the room, 
pressed the gun to Albert Sprague’s 
head and fired the fatal shot. 
Then 
he recited how Mrs. .Sprague is al­ 
leged to have awakened, felt her 
husband’s bleeding neck and 
rushed 
to the door cry ing 
“Oh Ben, Ben, 
someone has killed Albert.” He said 
that the evidence proved bey ond a 
doubt that Noble did not answer from 
the upstairs 'as lie testified, but from 
the kitchen, where he had gone to 
leave the gun. 


During the pleading, Miss 
Carrie 
Wiley , the avowed sweetheart of Ben 
Noble entered Hie court room. 
She 
hesitated a long time before she took 
the seat offered her by a man. 
She 
moved around over the room for a 
few minutes, vainly attem pting to 
distract Noble’s gaze 
which 
was 
riveted on the lawy er, who was a t­ 
tempting to have him hung. 
Finally , 
just before she sunk into 
her seat, 
Noble glanced up and nodded, send­ 
ing a q uick glance of recognition to 
Miss Wiley . 
She dropped info her 
seat listlessly , tossing her head back­ 
wards in answer to Noble’s acknow­ 
ledgement of her presence. 
Mrs. Sprague 
broke 
down com­ 
pletely during the first speech this 
morning. 
When Ralph Spraugh re­ 
hearsed the incidents of that terrible 
night as he understands them, the 
widow sobbed as if she were dis­ 
tracted with grief. 
She 
put her 
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handkercheif to her ey es and wept ' Is That All? 
bitterly . 
The two 
little 
Sprague 
girls cried piteously and there were 
not many dry ey es among .the women, 
many of whom made up 
the large 
crowd that filled the court room 
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Perhaps Not.

Kentucky Mob Chases Neg roe; 


and Eng ine Demolished . 


Lou isv ille, Ky ., March 13. —H. M. 
Holloway , depu ty sheriff, was shot 
from ambu sh an d killed at Stearn s, 
Ky ., while gu ardin g the Qu een & Cres­ 
cen t coal chu tes. 
Depu ty Sheriff Lov ­ 
ett was also killed at the same time, 
bu t half a mile away . Two n egro fire­ 
men were killed at Kin g’s Mou n tain 
in their en gien cabs. W hile a freight 
stopped at Glen Mary for water, Jam es 
Carl, a detectv e who was in the cab 
gu ardin g a n egro fireman , was shot 
an d fatally wou n ded. 
Two n egroes 
wrho were firin g a passen ger an d a 
freight train , were killed at Glen Mary 
while the passen ger was stoppin g 
there to take on the body of a dead 
n egro who had been killed. 


Stan ford, 
Ky ., 
March 
13.—Negro 
firemen workin g on that portion of the 
Cin cin n ati, New Orlean s & Tex as Pa­ 
cific railroad passin g throu gh Lin coln 
cou n ty hav e been made to liv e hard by 
strikin g white firemen an d their sy m­ 
pathizers. At Kin g’s Mou n tain a gan g 
of abou t twen ty -fiv e men charged u pon 
a freight train waitin g for orders, re­ 
gardless of the arms of the gu ard. The 
n egro fireman ju mped from the oppo­ 
site side of the cab an d ran at fu ll 
speed u p the track, pu rsu ed by the 
how lin g mob. Fear len t win gs to the 
n egro’s feet, howev er. an d he ou tran 
his pu rsu ers an d made his escape. 
Later a freight train was stopped at 
the same place an d the colored fire­ 
man forced to qu it his work. 
Reports receiv ed here are to the ef­ 
fect that at Su n Bright, below' Somer­ 
set, strikers an d sy mpathizers fired at 
a n egro fireman an d his gu ard an d 
w’ou mkd both.

NOT A DEADLY FOE 


Defeated b y Crow In Attemp t to Rob 
Bird s’ Nest— Feat of the Snako 
Charmer. 


Accordin g to a co rrespo ndent of a 
Cey lon paper, the Spoila Zey lan cia, 
the cobra is n ot as dan gerou s a sn ake 
as his popu lar repu tation wou ld make 
him. 
In at least two in stan ces, in ­ 
stead of fascin atin g birds, this w riter 
said that he saw cobras chased by 
birds. On an other occasion , he witn ess­ 
ed the catchin g of a cobra, an d watch- 
ed a n ativ e make it dan ce. In n either 
In stan ce did the sn ake seem to hav e 
an y su rprisin g kin d 
of 
power. 
The 
first case happen ed n ear Horan a. 
A grou p of people were gazin g at 
the top of a large breadfru it tree. I 
asked them what they were lookin g 
at, an d they told me that a crow was 
fightin g an in tru der in to its n est, sit­ 
u ated at the v ery top of the tree. The 
crow’ was circlin g at close qu arters, 
an d peckin g hard at the n est, cawin g 
lou dly all the time. 
The n est 
wa 
3 
some 40 feet abov e grou n d. 
Presen tly a sn ake came ou t of the 
n est an d started climbin g down 
the 
tree, with a crow in hot pu rsu it 
be­ 
hin d It, peckin g at it all the time, the 
sn ake hissin g hard at ev ery blow'. 
It 
took refu ge abou t ten feet down , in a 
clu mp of dead fern s, from which 
It 
was chased ou t by the crow. It came 
from bran ch to bran ch u n til it reached 
a 
large 
horizon tal 
limb, 
which 
stretched ou t abou t twen ty feet. 
Here the sn ake was at great disad­ 
v an tage, as it cou ld n ot tu rn u pon the 
crow. 
The latter seemed to kn ow it, 
an d its 
tactics 
were 
ex cellen t. 
It 
w ou ld peck hard n ear the spin e, close 
to the tail, an d then peck 
n ear 
its 
n eck. 
At 
each peck 
pieces of 
the 
sn ake’s skin were torn ou t, an d 
the 
sn ake wou ld stop; 
bu t as soon as it 
started mov in g, the crow wou ld peck 
at it again with ex traordin arp su rety 
of aim. After fu lly fifteen min u tes on 
the bran ch two large 
patches 
had 
been torn ou t of the sn ake, which was 
ev iden tly becomin g ex hau sted. 
On an other occasion 
two In dian 
sn ake charm ers came 
to 
my 
small 
bu n galow at Han wella. They had three 
sn akes with them, an d proceeded to 
make them dan ce, as u su al. I stopped 
them, an d told them that I had seen 
all that before, an d asked them wheth­ 
er they cou ld compel a 
wild sn ake 
to dan ce, an d if so whether they cou ld 
catch on e for the pu rpose. 
On e of 
them ex pressed his willin gn ess to do 
so. 
Ten day s prev iou sly I had chased a 
cobra of the species called by the n a­ 
tiv es 
“tom-tom 
beater,” that is, the 
black cobra with the 
red 
spectacle 
mark on its hood. 
The Cin galese, I 
believ e, thin k that they are rein carn a­ 
tion s of low' caste n ativ es. 
They are 
certain ly fierce an d more activ e thau 
the common brown cobras. 
f had n oticed at the time that It had 
taken refu ge in an an t hill n ear the 
edge of the paddy field which formed 
on e bou n dary 
of 
the n ew' 
clearin g 
u pon which my bu n galow' stood, an d 
situ ated abou t two hu n dred feet from 
it. 
I led the charm er to this an t hill. 
When I had assu red him that a sn ake 
almost certain ly occu pied the hole, he 
squ atted 
down 
opposite to it 
an d 
started blowin g in to a reed pipe, which 
gav e a sou n d sim ilar to that of a bag­ 
pipe. 
After p ’on g time, an d when I had 
almost giv * n u p the idea of the sn ake 
bein g ther° still, the cobra protru ded 
its head abou t an in ch ou t of the hole 
In order, presu mably , to see what was 
goin g on . 
The charm er pou n ced u pon 
It, an d sei in g the head of the sn ake 
between hi- thu mb an d twTo fin gers so 
that it cou ’d n ot open its 
mou th, he 
pu lled it cu t of the white an ts’ 
n est 
an d brou ght it to the bu n galow. 
He then tried to make it dan ce by 
holdin g a small piece of white root 
abov e Its head. The sn ake tried to es­ 
cape sev eral times, bu t 
was brou ght 
back again , an d 
u ltimately 
was 
in ­ 
du ced to dan ce with its hood ex ten d­ 
ed. So far as I cou ld ju dge, it was the 
same sn ake that I had n oticed before.

done this she wrapped a wet sheet 
arou nd me and then, took a piece of 
ru bber hose and, while several of the 
other m atrons and attendants held me 
down, whipped me with the hose u ntil 
she was tired. 
Then she gave the 
hose to one of the other m atrons, who 
continu ed the whipping. 
“A girl named Georgianna Lafferty, 
who occu pied an adjoining room, said 
she cou nted the blows, and th at I was 
given 130.’’
